A half-acre garden, if cared for 


properly, will produce "far more veg- 
etables than the average family can 
consume during .the maturing period 
of tlie crops. Only a small portion 
of a garden .of this size should be de- 
voted to those .vegetables that.must 
be used as soon as they reach ma- 
turity. It is advisable to devote the 
major portion of the space to' those 
crop which is not needed at once 
may be kept for winter use. In fact, 
if the space is available the garden 
should be planned with the definite 
purpose of growing crops for storage 
for winter use.

However, it is not at all diffi- 
cult to provide storage facilities in 
most homes, it being only necessary 
to make use of "the cellar, the attic, a 
large closet, or other parts of the 
dwelling, • depending upon the char- 
acter of the product.to be stored.
